IHK BACK rOB CIBCCIT JUDGE. 

The contest for the Democratic 
nomination for circuit judge has 
turned out to be a fresfor-all. There 
e six announced candidates, repre- 
nting every county in the district. 
Christian has two, Maj. Jno Phelps 
and Judge T.J. Morrow. Calloway also 
has two, Judge L. C. Linn and Judge 
T.P.Cook. Trigg presents Col. R.'f 
A. Burnett and Lyon completes the 
list with Judge T. J. Watkins. From 
this half dozen candidates the Dem- 
ocratic convention can hardly fail to 
pick out a good man and a winning 
e. There is some excellent 
timber in the list and some not quite so 
good, but it is hardly likely that the 
convention will eat the briars and 
leave the hay, if we may use one of 
Sam Jones' illustrations. It is now 
n thirty days until the county 
conventions of July 6 will be held and 
it may be well to take a glance at the 
race as it now appears. Christian 
county's two candidates will in all 
likelihood hit upon some plan by 
which both will have a standing in 
the convention. It has been sug- 
gested that the twelve votes of the 
county be '-prorated" according to 
the strength developed by 
the county mass convention, but for 
the purposes of this article we shall 
assign six votes each to Maj. Phelps 
and Judge Morrow. Calloway will 
have but one candidate before the 
convention from the present indica 
tions. Judge Linn has submitted a 
written request to Judge Cook asking 
that they hold a primary election in 
Calloway June 29 to settle their 
Jms to the county's" eight votes, 
but this has been declined by Judge 
Cook, who gives as a reason the short- 
ness of the time. He states that he 
suggested the same method two 
months ago when there was time and 
Judge Linn did not regard it with 
favor and now he prefers to let the 
contest be settled as the committee 
ordered, by a mass convention at the 
court house. This will, of 
shut one or the other out of the race, 
so far as first instructions are con- 
cerned. Our information from sever- 
al trustworthy sources is to the effect 
that Judge Cook will carry the coun- 
ty beyond any sort of doubt. As- 
suming this to be true the first, ballot 
at the Eddy ville convention will stand 
as follows: Cook, (Calloway) 8 votes; 
Phelps, (half of Christian) 6; Burnett, 
(Trigg) 5; Watkins, (Lyon) 4. Neces- 
sary to nominate, 14 and a fraction 
over one half. Should the hindmost 
man be dropped Judge Watkins 
would of course be the first to go out 
and Morrow or Cook would probably 
get his votes. Unless one of the 
Christian candidates should have 
less than 5 votes in a division of the 
county, Burnett would go out next 
and it is doubtful where his votes 
would go. With Judge Linn in the 
contest he would be liable to get 
them, but if Calloway goes for Cook 
Judge Linn will have no standing in 
the convention. In that event it is 
ncertain where Trigg's votes would 
;o. This makes the question of sec- 
ond choice in that county one of the 
principal points to be looked after 
by all the candidates. It is more 
than likely that some agreement 
would be made by which all of 
Christian's 12 votes would ultimately 
go to one of her candidates. Should 
Morrow pick up three votes in Lyon 
or Phelps as many in Trigg, the nom- 
ination could at once be brought to 
this county by changing the vote 
the man developing the outside 
strength. These figures lead us to 
but one conclusion. The race will 
narrow down to Cook and one of 
Christian's candidates. Of the 9 
votes in the other counties, Cook must 
secure 7 while Morrow or Phelps 
could win with 3 besides Christ! 
12. Should there be no agreement 
entered into in this county there will 
be but four candidates at Eddyville, 
since there are but four counties and 
delegations cannot be divided except 
by agreement, in mass conventions 
whore a majority will rule.

A NEW CABINET MINISTER 
Attorney General Olney has been 
named to succeed the late Secretary 
Gresham, as the premier of the 
administration, and Judge Judson 
Harmon, of Cincinnati, selected to be 
attorney general The nomination of 
Judge Harmon was a complete sur- 
prise, as his name had never been 
mentioned in connection with the 
office. The president acted in this 
case, as he has frequently done be- 
fore, in choosing a man who had not 
been widely known in politics, but 
stood very high in his own city 
Judge Harmon was originally a Re- 
publican, and during the war was ac- 
tive in promoting the Union cause. 
He left the Republican party in '72, 
with ex-Gov.

The Emperor's Children Follow Their 
Salute with a Hug. 
Sons of a father who prides him- 
self on being a soldier rather than a 
citizen, who has frequently declared 
that he would sooner be in history 
as a great general than as a great 
ruler, and scions of a dynasty which 
owes its origin and its present emi- 
nence to the sword, it is only natural 
that the boys of Emperor William 
of Germany should have inherited 
the military tastes of their ances- 
tors. Every prince of their house 
is ipso facto a soldier, and they have 
been reminded of this since their 
earliest infancy. While their train- 
ing has been essentially military, it 
has not been permitted in any way 
to interfere with that softness of 
heart, that generous impulsiveness, 
and that ingenuousness which are so 
endearing in children. And, al- 
though they invariably greet their 
father with the correct military sa- 
lute, yet this is immediately followed 
by a thoroughly boyish and loving 
hug.

MOVING A BIG TREE. 
A Giant Cherry Taken Up and 
Moved to Another Place. 

Just before midnight one night in 
the middle of February last, a cher- 
ry tree, with earth attached, weigh- 
ing twelve and three-quarter tons, 
began the passage from the Knowles 
estate at Pawtucket and Fletcher 
streets to the grounds of ex-Mayor 
Field's residence in Middlesex street 

The tree was on a sled and the 
way it got off there is an interesting 
story. During the cold -snap 
trench was dug around the tree, 
was several feet deep. The tree 
propped up so that it could not fa|l, 
and then the earth was dug frota 
under the roots until the tree stood 
free, except that a platform of earth 
two feet deep and twelve feet in 
diameter clung to it. The roots 
and the frost held the ground in- 
tact. 

Then the tree was tipped 
gently with jacks to measure its 
length on the ground, so that the 
twelve-foot circle of horizontal earth 
was made perpendicular. More jack- 
screws were used to raise the circle 
of frozen earth, so that the sled was 
slipped under it, and then it was 
lowered, and the horses pulled the 
combination out of the orchard. 
Wooden shears braced the reeling 
tree on the sled. All this was done 
a couple of weeks ago. The earth 
cracked during the work, and the 
cracks were plastered with mud and 
allowed to freeze tight.

The Origin of Champagne. 

This was the origin of "fizi." The 
pioneer maker of champagne was a 
monk, Don Perignon, cellarer at the 
Abbey of Hautvillers, near Epernay, 
who, about the year 1670, began to 
make experiments in bottling the 
wine of the district while in its 
ond state of fermentation. He soon 
found that the corks made of greased 
hemp, which were then in general 
use, were ill suited to his purpose, 
and he substituted the bark of that 
species of oak now known as the 
cork tree In England and the chene- 
liege In France. By tying his corks 
down he succeeded in imprisoning 
the carbonic acid gas which is the 
cause of effervescence, except when 
it was strong enough to burst the 
bottle. Subsequently M. Francois 
discovered a means of ascertaining 
the exact quantity of sugar to se- 
cure sufficient fermentation of the 
wine in bottle to render it sparkling 
and not so much as to burst the bot- 
tles.

The gold mine said to have the 
largest output of any in the world 
is the "Little Johnny," of Leadvllle, 
Col., owned by John F. Campion.

TIMID of Their Monopoly and Orally 
Cheapened the Production— An 
Inferior Article Blade. 

Within the memory of men now 
living, the manufacture of axes was 
quite generally carried on by coun- 
try blacksmiths, who employed the 
time when regular work was dull in 
making axes to sell customers, says 
Hardware. A good tool was re- 
quired to stand in hard and frosted 
timber, and not every blacksmith 
was able to do the work. Those who 
possessed the most skill found the 
demand for their axes increasing, 
and so it came about that the miscel- 
laneous work of the shop was aban- 
doned by an occasional wielder of 
the hammer, who devoted his time 
largely to the production of his spe- 
cialty. He 30on found that the 
mountain streamlet hard by the old 
shop could be harnessed by means of 
an "overshot" wheel, to drive a trip 
hammer to lessen his outlay of phys- 
ical force and to Increase his output, 
and thus by degrees the modern 
shop was elaborated. 

Until the power hammer came into 
use the ax was formed either by 
punching a small hole through a bar 
of iron, and then gradually enlarged 
to form the eye of the ax, or the bar 
of Iron was hammered thin in two 
places, after which it was folded to- 
gether so as to bring these cavities 
opposite each other to form the eye. 
In either case, as soon as the eye 
was formed, the cast steel 
welded on to form the bit or cutting 
part of the ax, and the blades and 
head were given their respective 
shapes, to conform to the customer's 
design, according to the workman's 
ability. 

It being difficult to punch a hole 
straight through a thin, wide bar of 
iron, that method of forming the eye 
was not greatly used, and was alto- 
gether abandoned as power hammers 
came into use and all axes were 
'plated" under the hammer. A few 
■mall shops continue to make axes 
after this manner, but all manufac 
turers of importance now form the 
eye either by the use of rolls or by 
meant of punches. The punch seems 
to be growing In favor among man- 
ufacturers, but each method has its 
warm supporters. 

In early times no attention was 
paid to finish. The one great aim 
to produce an ax which would 
neither break nor bend when thin 
enough to chop easily. Clearly then, 
as now, the best maker of axes was 
the one who could bring about this 
result; but strife among manufac- 
turers to secure trade, and the de 
sire of buyers to get nicely-finished 
goods, has gradually led to the pro- 
duction of tools which are beautiful 
and sometimes good. It is not to be 
implied that beauty of finish neces- 
sarily implies inferiority of quality. 
On the contrary, some makers study 
to combine in a high degree both 
,lity and finish; but the decided 
tendency of the trade has been of 
late to please the eye, and at the 
time produce something so 
cheaply that, if dealers could be de- 
ceived, would enable the deceiver to 
book large orders. 

So marked has been the decline in 
prices at which axes have been sold 
during tho past decade that the 
cause must be sought, in part, out- 
side of the fact that materials are 
cheaper and that labor-saving ma- 
chinery lessens cost of production. 
Often cheaper and unsuitable ma- 
terials are used, and machine meth- 
ods of manufacture' are adopted, 
which are not warranted, some even 
going so far as to make .axe* entirely 
of soft steel, give them a nice finish 
and sell them to those who will have 
axes very cheap.
